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BACK TO BETHLEHEM 
It is Christmas again! Once more the seasons in 
their unbroken round have brought back the month in 
which the Christian world has agreed to celebrate the 
birthday of a humble Jewish boy, born nearly two thou­ 
sand years ago in an Oriental country no bigger than 
many of our American counties. Thirty years of obscur­ 
ity, three years of wandering, teaching and ministry, a 
handful of peasant disciples, a shameful and agonizing 
death! What life history is this on which to found a new 
epoch, a world civilization, a race’s hope? 
What is the secret of Bethlehem? For hundreds of 
years professed Christians have argued about the mean­ 
ing of the life and death of Jesus of Nazareth, have 
quarreled over it, killed each other about it. Mankind 
has never solved the problem it its universal satisfaction, 
but it was so vitally important that men could not let it 
go unsolved.

LICE, what do you see In tho 
plate glass window? 
A pretty face reflected? 
You 
are fortunate. 
The house across 
the way? Yes. But beyond that, 
what do you see? 
Bronzed men, clad only in loin 
cloths, cowering under the lash of 
the slave driver, tramping clay, 
4000 B. C.; a priestess darkening 
her eyebrows with slibium from a 
phial, in the Temple of Ebons at 
Karnak, 2000 B. C.; a young 
patrician oiling his locks, before 
a pier glass in the baths of Pom­ 
peii, I A.D.; the flare of furnaces 
on a Venetian Canal, HOO A. D.; 
a crude factory, in a clearing near 
Jamestown, Virginia, fashioning 
baubles for the sisters of Poca­ 
hontas, 1608 A. D.; men, clad in a 
little more than loin cloths, sur­ 
rounded by machines controlled by 
an electric button, tramping clay, 
U. S. A., 1922 A. D. 
You are looking into one of the 
oldest of the arts, Alice, for which 
men have lived and died through 
6000 years in order that you might 
see a perfect world through your 
plate glass window, or find reflect­ 
ed flawlessly in your mirror—a 
pretty face. 
Vanity, vanity, all is vanity, 
saith the Preacher. Perhaps—but 
listen to the story of your window 
and your looking glass. 
Glass rn B lunder, Says Pliny. 
Pliny set down the invention of 
glass as an accident, into which a 
group of Phoenician merchants 
stumbled while cooking breakfast 
in the dim days of antiquity. 
These Phoenicians beached their 
galleys on the coast of Palestine, 
according to Pliny. 
But when 
they had built their camp fires 
and tried to set up their cooking 
pots to prepare the Phoenician 
equivalent of ham and eggs, they 
failed to find any stones in that 
desert country. So the pots were 
set up on cubes of soda from their 
cargo. The heat of the fires melt­ 
ed the soda and fluxed it with the 
sand, and to their amazement they 
beheld a clear fluid forming as a 
result of the fluxing—glass. 
P liny vt. Science. 
Now Science, the iconoclast, 
steps in and completely wrecks old 
Pliny. 
For Science says that to 
produce the fluxing of sand and 
soda a heat of 2,500 degrees F. 
would have been necessary, and 
that breakfast fires didn’t get that 
hot, even in hot Palestine. 
So Pliny, muttering impreca­ 
tions, is led from the witness stand 
and thrown out of court. 
One can imagine Pliny, outside, 
wriggling his fingers at his nose 
and shouting in low Latin, “You 
say you found glass in the temples 
of the Fourth Dynasty, put there 
in 4000 B. C., heh? 
Where did 
those Egyptians get their 2,500 
degrees F.?" 
And, quite unable to answer, a 
deep blush of humiliation mantles 
the brow of Science. 
Solomon’s M arine Grill 
Monuments built in 3998 B. C. 
showed glass bottles containing red 
wine. 
Beni 
Hasan, 
Egyptian 
Michael 
Angelo, painted glass 
blowers about 2750 B. C., and the 
paintings are still in existence. 
The Koran, good book of the East, 
records that Solomon, King of 
Judah, paved a court with “clear 
glass laid over running water, in 
which live fishes might be seen.” 
It appears that those ultra-mod­ 
ern hotels with their marine grills 
are not so ultra-modern after all. 
The Queen of Sheba, were she to 
drop in for oysters, would proba­ 
bly yawn, “Ho hum! What a 
beastly bore. Solomon did all this 
for me five thousand years ago.” 
The archaeologists dug a glass 
boat out of the lava at Pompeii 
Scants, an Aedile, or Superintend­ 
ent of Building, in Rome, con­ 
structed a theatre seating 40,000 
in which the second story was 
entirely of glass. 
Cherchez la Fem m e I 
In the middle ages all the wrorld 
tut Venice forgot the craft of 


blowing glass, and so to that mag­ 
nificent city it became a secret 
monopoly that was guarded as life 
itself. 
The Inquisition of State 
prescribed death to glass workers 
who took their art elsewhere. 
If mirrors have meant much to 
women, so did a woman mean 
much to mirrors, for it was a 
woman who lost for Venice her 
world supremacy. 
Marietta, a 
daughter of Beroviero, a glass 
maker of the Fifteenth Century, 
was greatly beloved by her father, 
and entrusted with the secrets of 
his craft. 
But Marietta loved 
Giorgio, an artisan, and for love 
she told him the secrets which he 
sold to foreigners, enriching him­ 
self, but bringing ruin to the in­ 
dustry of his city. 
T h rifty A m erican Colonist*. 
In 1450 Venetian glass makers 
were imprisoned in London by re­ 
quest of the Council of Venice, 
for plying their art in a foreign 
land. They were* given the privi­ 
lege of working out their fine in 
their trade, under the eyes of 
watchful observers. 
Thus was 
glass making introduced into Eng­ 
land. 
The first glass factory in the 
United States was also the first 
factory in the United States. It 
was built in the woods near James­ 
town in 1608. It proved very use­ 
ful in buying up tracts of land 
from the aborigines. 
The chief 
product was glass beads, and they 
so captivated the fancy of the na­ 
tives that the thrifty immigrants 
shortly were in possession of all 
the territory east of the Appa­ 
lachians. 
Other glass bead fac­ 
tories sprang up, proving a cheap 
and profitable kind of mint. One 
was established near Hanover 
Square in New Amsterdam to 
give the Dutch burghers a chance 
to recoup their fallen fortunes aft­ 
er paying $24 for Manhattan Is­ 
land. 
A M odern M iracle. 
In glass manufacture the mod­ 
ern world excels the ancient in 
one particular—the modern world 
produced plate glass. 
If the modern world had not 
done this Alice would see more 
than a pretty face in her mirror. 
She would see flaws and blem­ 
ishes—not in her face, but in the 
mirror. 
And on the avenue, in the shop 
windows, the beautiful things to 
buy would not stand out so clearly 
and so alluringly, apparently sep­ 
arated from the beholder only by 
the atmosphere. 
Men realized that windows were 
to see through, not to see—so they 
made plate glass. 
“For now we see as through a 
glass, darkly,” wrote Paul to the 
Corinthians. 
In the days of 
plate glass Paul would have used 
another simile. 
A Cross-Section of C enturies. 
Plate glass was first made in 
France in 1688. It is now made 
best, and in greatest quantity, in 
this country. It is cast, not blown. 
Curiously, the making of it in­ 
volves processes which were used 
when the Egyptians made glass 
bottles for red wine in 4000 B. C., 
as well as processes involving the 
last w6rd in modem machines. In 
a sense the manufacture of a sin­ 
gle sheet of plate glass provides 
a cross section of an industry 6000 
years old. 
In a building filled with over­ 
head cranes, electrically controlled 
machinery of the utmost refine­ 
ment, men walk in their bare feet, 
day after day, tramping piles of 
(lay. Remove the machines, strip 
the men, and let the sing of the 
lash be heard over their heads, 


and the scene would duplicate that 
in the Valley of the Nile before 
the pyramids were built. 
Clay is the only practical ma­ 
terial for the making of the pots, 
which must stand a heat of 3,000 
degrees F., in which the substances 
which go to make up plate glass 
are melted. And up until a few 
years ago the only practical meth­ 
od for reducing it to velvet smooth­ 
ness, free of air pockets, was the 
tramping of bare human feet. 
Each pile is tramped for sixty 
days—one reason plate glass is 
expensive. In some of the more 
modern 
plants, 
however, 
this 
process is now done by a “pug 
mill,” or mechanical tramper. 
M aking H aste Slowly. 
Nor is there a machine that will 
mould the pots successfully. They 
are five feet in diameter and four 
feet high, and are built up layer 
by layer by men whose skill 
matches that of the potters of 
Mexico. With the pots must also 
be made tuiles, or clay doors for 
the melting furnaces. The walls 
of the furnaces are brick, but a 
door of brick is not practical. 
In spite of the time and patience 
and energy that go into these pots 
and tuiles—sixty days for work­ 
ing the clay, and three or four 
weeks for the moulding and dry­ 
ing of a pot—they are good for 
only fifteen trips into the melting 
furnaces. 
Then they must be 
broken up and reworked into new 
pots and tuiles. 
In the pots with sand is mixed 
arsenic, carbon, and lesser in­ 
gredients. 
The furnaces hold 
about sixteen pots at a time. They 
are heated by natural or producer 
gas. From small openings in the 
doors the pots may be seen stand­ 
ing aside, each glowing like the 
sun through a veil of fog or 
smoke. 
Men, dripping wet with 
sweat, 
poke 
long 
steel 
rods 
through these openings from time 
to time and drew forth glistening 
threads of liquid glass, testing the 
brew. 
A Brew W ith a Kick. 
Intelligent electric cranes, di­ 
rected by a touch, run their hardy 
steel claws into the inferno, bring­ 
ing out the white hot pots. The 
workmen, their naked torsos like 
bronze statues, skim the impure 
ties from the surface of each. 
Then the intelligent machines in­ 
tervene, carrying the pots to the 
casting table, large as a drawing 
room, on which sand has been 
sifted. There the brew is spilled, 
spreading in a blistering golden 
flood. 
A steel roller runs over the 
mass like a giant’s rolling pin over 
pie dough, leaving a sheet of crude 
glass above which the heat waves 
throb and palpitate. 
The sheet of glass is run through 
a series of cooling chambers. 
Wheeled out of the last chamber 
the glass is little warmer than the 
atmosphere—but how different in 
appearance from those shining 
walls which reflect the light and 
moving figures of a ballroom I A 
diamond in the rough. 
Polishing tho Diamond. 
Again the intelligent cranes, 
and the sheet, fifteen feet wide 
and twenty feet long, is brought 
to the circular grinding table, and 
transferred as carefully as if it 
were made of—glass. Two great 
grinding discs are lowered onto 
the surface, and the whole ma­ 
chine begins to revolve, the table 
in one direction, the grinding 
discs in the other. 
An hour of 
this, in which seven grades of 
abrasives, from coarse sand to fine 
emery, are used, and the surface 
is smooth and perfect.

For on the polishing 
table, to which the plate glass 
sheet next goes, small discs of 
felt, rapidly revolving, bear rouge 
against the surface. An hour and 
twenty minutes of this, a repeti­ 
tion of the whole process for the 
opposite side, and all that man 
has been able to learn in sixty 
centuries to make a perfect glass 
has been done. 


The End of rn P erfect Glass 
The cranes lift the sheet again 
and bear it away. 
Brilliant, 
glistening, it glides through the 
air, bending and waving almost 
as sheet of paper. A man at each 
end assists in directing its path. 
At times, fortunately rarely, there 
is a sharp and characteristic 
crackling which sends the men 
leaping to safety. 
In a fraction 
of a second the whole plate slith­ 
ers into a thousand piercing frag­ 
ments, carrying death to anyone 
nearby.

w“|N TITE early days of Amer- 
J J ica’s history Christmas fes- 
tivities were not generally 
observed. 
In one state the observa­ 
tion of Christmas wa9 utterly 
de­ 
nounced as an evil, ungodly and per­ 
nicious custom, and any child daring 
to think of as much as a plum pud­ 
ding on that day would make himself 
liable to reproof by th* authorities. 
All along the stern and rock-bound 
coast, Geraldine Ames writes in the 
Churchman, tile only Christmas trees 
In the days of the Puritan domination 
were those that nature had planted 
there and had adorned with fleecy 
snow. The fires burned brightly on 
the open hearths, but as far as the 
children knew. Christmas was just 
like any other day in the calendar. 
Even 
after 
the 
Puritan 
reaction 
against the forms and customs of the 
old church had spent Itself to some 
extent the children of the Seventeenth 
century still expected no gifts In hon­ 
or of the birth of Christ. 


Will Tait, Eight Times, 
Watches Approached Date 
For His Death Sentence 


ASK FOR CHRISTMAS PEACE 


(Bx the Associated Press) 
MCALESTER, Okla., Dec. 
15.— 
William ll. Tait, 21 years old, held 
at the state penitentiary here un­ 
der death sentence for the murder 
of Russell Sprague, Lawton, Okla., 
service car driver, in March, 1921, 
has nine times watched the approach 
of the hour set for his death and 
each time has received a new lease 
on life by a reprieve. 
His last reprieve was granted by 
Gov. J. B. A. Robertson on October 
24. Tait was first sentenced to die 
June 14, 1921. 
Tait pleaded guilty to the murder 
and, on the .witness stared, wound up 
his story 
with 
the 
simple state­ 
ment: 
“I propped him up against a tree 
and shot him through the head.” 
Cleo W. Goben, charged jointly 
with Tait of Sprague's murder, re­ 
fused to plead guilty after he had 
made a purported confession and 
has been tried three times. His fin­ 
al appeal is now pending before the 
state criminal court of appeals. 
Following is a chronological his­ 
tory of Tait s reprieves: 
Sentenced to die June 14, 1921, 
reprieved to July IG on June 7. 
Sentenced to die July 15, repriev­ 
ed Lo Oct. 14, on July 4. 
Sentenced to die Oct. 14, repriev­ 
ed to Dec. 16, on Oct. 4. 
Sentenced to die Dec. 16, repriev­ 
ed to March 16, 1922, on Dec. 4. 
i 
Sentenced to die March 16, re­ 
prieved to Jane 16 on March 6. 
Sentenced to die June 
16, 
re­ 
prieved to July 28 on June 6. 
Sentenced to die July 26, repriev­ 
ed to Oct. 27, en July 25. 
Sentenced to die Oct. 27, repriev­ 
ed to Dec. IG, on Oct. 2 4. 
Last reprieve granted December 6. 
lait s reprieves have been for the 
purpose it was s ated, to keep h i 
as a witness for Goben, since his 
testimony took the guilt of the m ur­ 
der on his own should* rs. But lie 
was not used as a wtiness the last 
time Go ben was tried. 
Lawton Stirred by .Murder. 
AU La two ii was aroused by the 
Sprague murder. For five days aft­ 
er his disappearance searching part­ 
ies scoured the surrounding coun­ 
try and the Ft. Sill military reser­ 
vation for some trace of him. Tait 
" as a soldier in an artillery regi­ 
ment and his home was 
at 
Enter­ 
prise, utah. 
According 
to 
Tait’s 
testimony, 


Sprague was killed there and his 
body carried in the car to Ander­ 
son’s creek, eighteen 
miles 
from 
Lawton and dumped into the water. 
But according to 
Tait’s 
story 
Sprague was carried unconscious to 
the river bank where Tait shot him. 
Tait and Goben drove Sprague’s 
car, accompanied by two girls who 
had just been released from the 
stale detention home near Lawton, 
to Perrytown, Texas, on their way 
to California. There they were ar­ 
rested and Lawton officials returned 
them in motor cars. 
Sprague’s body was not recovered 
until five days after the murder 
when Goben described 
the 
place 
wl*ere it had been left. It lay part­ 
ly buried in the mud and water of 
the creek where a heavy rain had 
washed it downstream. 
The gird arrested with Tait and 
Goben, Mrs. L. Duff and Eva Hew­ 
itt, were later tried 
for robbery 
at Cheyenne, Okla., and sentenced 
to five years each in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
The Sprague murder was describ­ 
ed at the first trial of Goben as 
‘one of the most revolting, cold­ 
blooded crimes ever committed in 
Oklahoma.” 
About the first of March, 1921, 
Goben rented a deserted farm elev­ 
en miles from Lawton, witnesses tes­ 
tified at the trial. When the two 
women ware released from the de 
tention home they went to the farm 
with Tait and Goben and lived there 
until just before tile murder. On th*' 
evening of March 21, Goben tele­ 
phoned from a neighbor's home for 
Sprague to call at the farm holist 
for the party. 
Tait testified that when Sprague 
arrived iii his new ear he was in­ 
vited into the house and a card 
game was started. He .said lo* struck 
Sprague with a pistol butt, after 
which he was placed in the machine 
carried to Anderson's creek, shot 
and the body dumped into the wa­ 
ter. Tait said he and Goben met 
the two women at a prearranged 
place and fled into Texas. 
Feared Mob Violence. 
After the arrest of the party of­ 
ficials feared the immediate return 
would be the signal for mob action. 
Goben and Tait were taken to Okla­ 
homa City, but the two women r e ­ 
turned to Lawton. There 
a 
mob 
threatened the women but was dis­ 
suaded from any action.

Where Poor First Used Long 
Knitted Purses. 


HE custom of hanging up 
stockings on Christmas Eve 
comes to us from a land far 
across 
the 
ocean — from 
sunny Italy. 
In the city of Padua, long ago, good 
old St. Nicholas used to go about the 
streets after dark and throw through 
the windows of the homes of the poor 
people long knitted purses, tied at 
both ends, and containing much need­ 
ed coins. These purses were made of 
yarn, and when untied looked not un­ 
like a footless stocking. 
Finally, as time went on, the poor 
people, hoping thus to remind the 
more fortunate of their needs, need to 
hang these empty purses out of the 
windows on the night before Christ­ 
mas, so that a gift might be placed 
In them. 
In the north country, where the 
weather is cold at Christmas time, the 
purses were hung by 
the 
chimney 
place in the hope that St. Nicholas 
would drop his 
offering 
down 
the 
chimney. 
When the purses went out of fashion 
stockings as the thing most like them 
were used in their stead, and that Is 
why we today still observe the prac­ 
tice and the custom.

History of the Yuletide Emblem Ex­ 
tends Far Into the Mists of 
Antiquity.

say Its origin is connected 
with the legendary Tree of 
Time, Ygdrasil, the great tree of Norse 
mythology, within whose roots and 
tranches heaven and earth are bound. 
Some say the custom may be traced to 
the Egyptians who, at the time of the 
winter solstice, decorated their portals 
with branches of the date palm. 
To a Scandinavian legend may per­ 
haps be traced our custom of illum­ 
inating the tree when darkness comes. 
Among the Greeks, Christmas is known 
as the feast of lights. 
To people of different localities to­ 
day the term Christmas tree may mean 
fir, spruce, pine, cedar or even mag­ 
nolia, for each particular region makes 
use of the most suitable species that Is 
to be found near its markets. In the 
vicinity of the mid-west, a short-needle 
pine found in Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin may be used. On the Pacific coast 
tile white fir finds favor, while through­ 
out Ohio, the Norway spruce is largely 
used. Iii Maryland and Virginia, the 
scrub pine and farther south cedar 
and holly. Best of all is the sym­ 
metrical balsam fir, each tiny leaf of 
which sends out a breath of aromatic 
fragrance.

All these 
berretta might have been averted if

feebly groping jts way. 
But was there no universal re­ 
joicing when Clemcnceau chose the 
harder way? Is there not ground for 
present gravitation that the sword 
point f)f France was turned towards 
her invaders? The crowning glory 
of France is this, that In the day of 
peril she preferred honor to disgrace 
and shed her blood in mighty tor­ 
rents that her people luiultt preserve 
their freedom. And in ail the world 
today there is not a man who pos­ 
sesses the simplest elements of man­ 
hood who 
does not rejoice 
that 
Clemcnceau seized his country with 
an iron hand and hurled her arm­ 
ies like a flaming thunderbolt at 
her foes. God pity such travesties 
on mamboed an the Idaho senator 
who can say to the world’s most 
heroic figure: 
“you 
could 
have 
avoided these calamities by selling 
your soul for 
peace and 
making 
slaves of your people.” 


Cleiiieiiceau Secs the Hight 
(Kansas City Journal) 
M. Clemenceau came to the Uni- 
t(*d States for the announced pur­ 
pose of creating a more favorable 
American attitude toward France. 
He came ostensibly to teach the 
public something, but, if an inter­ 
view he has granted a Paris news­ 
paper correspondent is an indication, 
he leaves after having learned some­ 
thing himself. If the latter is true, 
his visit by no means has been in 
vain. 
Clemenceau, in his statement to 
the 
French 
newspaper, 
opposed 
French occupation of the Ruhr ba­ 
sin; 
urged French ratification of 
the treaties agreed to in Washington 
a year ago, and warned France to 
“ make costly sacrifices to retain 
the friendship of America.” 
He has apparently succeeded in 
an accurate sounding of American 
public opinion, a successful courting 
of which requires that France eli­ 
minate from her national program 
all which might appear imperialis­ 
tic or militaristic. 
America is heartily sick of the 
whole troublesome European mess. 
Unless there are signs that France 
desires to clear the atmosphere and 
abolish needless and fruitless ani­ 
mosity, che is not likely tQ be suc­ 
cessful in her siege of the Amer­ 
ican heart. 
France will do well to keep the 
advice of her venerable statesman. 
He realizes that American friendship 
is more precious to his country than 
an immediate payment of the indem­ 
nity, and he is right. France will 
-ain little by squeezing a few mil­ 
lion marks from Germany, but she 
will suffer greatly by losing the 
friendship of the Western republic 
which sent its young men to fight 
and die on her soil. 
This doec not moan necessarily 
that the United States is opposed to 
a reasonable collection r»f a just 
ideninity. But 
this country 
should 
always be opposed to any activity 
that will keep unhealed the fester­ 
ing sores of the war. It should not 
sanction 
the application 
Gf futile 
idealism as a cure for the world’s 
ills, but it should discourage on 
every hand a perpetuation of those 
caronic hatreds which are retained 
by men who hardly know why they 
retain them. 
*. The way to a lasting world peace 
is not beset by many obstacles oth­ 
er than those which exist without 
reason in the minds 0f men. Clemen 
ceau*g conclusions after his Amer­ 
ican visit are a sign that he is be­ 
ginning to see the light.

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Another Wartime Scene of 
Activity to be Sold 
at Auction. 


(Br the Associated Presa) 
ROCKFORD, 
Iii., 
Dec. 
15. 
— 
Camp Grant, another of the wartime 
scones of bustling military activity, 
soon is 
to go upon 
the auction 
block— one of the final steps in its 
ultimate wrecking as a cantonment. 
Between 1.200 and 1,400 build­ 
ings and utilities Are to be sold, 
part of a camp that at the height 
of its operations covered 5,656 acres 
of land and housed approximately 
60,000 men. Three army officers 
now are making a survey of the 
salvage value of the buildings, all 
located in the area of the old base 
hospital site. 
Buildings ,-n the areas turned over 
to the national guard of Illinois 
and the portion reserved for the pro­ 
posed reformatory 
for first 
term 
federal offenders, a re not included 
in the survey. The Baldin, Smauel- 
flon and Johnson farms are to be 
returned to 
their 
owners. 
Other 
properties were bought by the gov­ 
ernment and condemnation proceed­ 
ings were necessary 4n some cases. 
It was on May 12, 1917, that 
the War Department submitted to 
the Rockford Chamber of Commerce 
the requirements 
for 
a military 
camp in northern Illinois. The site 
was inspected by five army officers 
May 30 and on June 12 the lands 
were definitely selected- Leases were 
obtained on 3,301 acres. This Jater 
was reduced to 2,249 acrs, when 
property intended for a range was 
found 
unsuitable. 
Subsequently 
a 
new rifte range and safely zone 
were selected and the total area ul­ 
timately used was 5,656 acres. 
The 
Eighty-sixth 
division 
was 
trained at 
Camp Grant. 
Several 
thousand negro poldiers als0 were 
trained 
here. Hundreds of thous­ 
ands of soldiers 
were discharged 
at the camp after the war. Several 
public auctions in the last year dis­ 
posed of thousands of dollars worth 
of camp property. 
The federal 
reformatory project 
is meeting opposition here. Rockford 
sent a representative to Washing­ 
ton to appear before the House Judi 
ciary committee to protest against 
a favorable report 0n the bill, lo­ 
cating the prison at Camp Grant.

The Feast 
of Chamukah, 
also 
known as the Feast of Dedication, 
and 
by 
other 
appropriate 
titles, 
occurs this year on December 15th, 
and will toe 
observed in 
Jewish 
homes and in the house of God for 
eight days thereafter, starting from 
the evening of December 14. 
This festival is a minor holiday 
and is reminiscent 
of the 
Macca- 
bean victory jn the battle for Isra­ 
el’s faith when the prophetic prom­ 
ise was verified: “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by My Spirit, saith 
the Lord of Hosts.’’ 
It recalls in particular the event­ 
ful years of 168 to 165 B. C. E., 
in 
Palestine. During that 
period 
AnthiochuB Epiphanes, Gr “the mad 
man,” king 0f Syria, had resolved 
to quench the 
lamp 
of 
religious 
liberty and resorted to the crude 
tyrannies of imperialists to compel 
all subject peoples 
to speak 
0ne 
language and worship according to 
a ritual approved by the appointed 
priests of his empire and their reli­ 
gious heads, w'ho naturally followed 
the polythestic liturgy Qf the Greeks, 
then in a state Qf decadence. 
Temple Desecrated 
The enforcement of this royal de­ 
cree was mandatory on all peoples, 
including the 
Palestian Jews. 
In 
compliance with this tyrannical edict 
the Temple on Mount Moriah (Jeru­ 
salem) was desecrated and the al­ 
tar of the high priest was displaced 
by a hideous idol, the work 0f a 
man’s hands, and an abomination 
of human shame and self degrada­ 
tion. Throughout the country many 
weaklings, fearing the mandates of 
Antiochus, yielded to the prompt­ 
ings of their affrighted hearts and 
listened to 
the 
tempting 
voices 
counseling treason to the God of 
their fathers. These cowards submit­ 
ted to the blasphemies of the mon­ 
arch and worshipped the idolatrous 
images. It seemed as if Israel and 
his sacred heritage were doomed to 
be swept away by the rising tide of 
heathenism.

Supported by Judah, his son, to 
whom tradition has given the name 
Maccabee, and his four heroic broth­ 
ers, the Asmoneang led to triumph 
the handful of embattled Palestian 
farmers who,

strength and death defying zeal for 
their God and country, defeated all 
the Syrian 
generals sent 
against 
them in successive campaigns cov­ 
ering a period of four years. 
The final victory of the insur­ 
gent Maccalbees happened according 
to the Hebrew calendar on the 25th 
day of Kisley, corresponding to the 
month of December, in the year 165 
B. C. E. Following the victory the 
Temple at Jerusalem was renovated. 
the idolatrous images removed and 
the altar rededicated to the worship 
af the one and only God. 
The sanctuary 
thus 
rededicated 
rose from the dust of its desecra­ 
tion in greater beauty. Israel now 
became endowed with new strength 
for the spiritual 
contest 
through 
the ages against error and super­ 
stition. In

banded together in one covenant of 
love and righteousness and all man­ 
kind will turn 
to God alone 
as 
Ruler of the World.

Bronzed men, clad only in loin 


cloths, cowering under the lash of 
the slave driver, tramping clay, 
4000 B. C.; a priestess darkening 
her eyebrows -with slibium from a 
} 
phial, in the Temple of Khons at 
Karnak, 2000 B. C.; a young 
patrician oiling his locks, before 
a pier glass in the baths of Pom- 
peii, 1 A. D.; the flare of furnaces 
on a Venetian Canal, 1100 A. D.; 
a crude factory, in a clearing near 
Jamestown, Virginia, fashioning 
baubles for the sisters of Poca- 
hontas, 1608 A. D.; men, clad in a 
little more than loin cloths, sur- 
rounded by machines controlled by 
an electric button, tramping clay, 
U. S. A., 1922 A. D. 


You are looking into one of the 


oldest of the arts, Alice, for which 
men have lived and died through 
GOOO years in order that you might 
see a perfect world through your 
plate glass window, or find reflect- 
ed flawlessly in your mirror—a 
pretty face. 


Vanity, vanity, all is vanity, 


saith the Preacher. Perhaps—but 
listen to the story of your window 
and your looking glass. 


Glass a Blunder, Says Pliny. 
Pliny set down the invention of 


glass as an accident, into which a 
group of Phoenician merchants 
stumbled while cooking breakfast 
in the dim days of antiquity. 


These Phoenicians beached their 


galleys on the coast of Palestine, 
according to Pliny. 
But when 


they had built their camp fires 
and tried to set up their cooking 
pots to prepare the Phoenician 
equivalent of ham and eggs, they 
failed to find any stones in that 
desert country. So the pots were 
set up on cubes of soda from their 
cargo. The heat of the fires melt- 
ed the soda and fluxed it with the 
sand, and to their amazement they 
beheld a clear fluid forming as a 
result of the fluxing—glass. 


Pliny vs. Science. 


Now 
Science, the 
iconoclast, 


steps in and completely wrecks old 
Pliny. 
For Science says that to 


produce the fluxing of sand and 
soda a heat of 2,500 degrees F. 
would have been necessary, and 
that breakfast fires didn't get that 
hot, even in hot Palestine. 


So Pliny, muttering impreca- 


tions, is led from the witness stand 
and thrown out of court. 


One can imagine Pliny, outside, 


wiggling his fingers at his nose 
and shouting in low Latin, "You 
say you found glass in the temples 
of the Fourth Dynasty, put there 
in 4000 B. C., heh? 
Where did 


those Egyptians get their 2,500 
degrees P.?" 


And, quite unable to answer, a 


deep blush of humiliation mantles 
the brow of Science. 


Solomon'* Marine Grill 


Monuments built in 3998 B. C. 


showed glass bottles containing red 
wine. 
Beni 
Hasan, 
Egyptian 


Michael 
Angelo, painted 
glass 


blowers about 2750 B. C., and the 
paintings are still in existence. 
The Koran, good book of the East, 
records that Solomon, King of 
Judah, paved a court with "clear 
glass laid over running water, in 
which live fishes might be seen." 


It appears that those ultra-mod- 


ern hotels with their marine grills 
are not so ultra-modern after all. 
The Queen of Sheba, were she to 
drop in for oysters, would proba- 
bly yawn, "Ho hum! What a 
beastly bore. Solomon did all this 
for me five thousand years ago." 


The archaeologists dug a glass 


boat out of the lava at Pompeii. 
Scarus, an Aedile, or Superintend- 
ent of Building, in Rome, con- 
structed a theatre seating 40,000 
in which the second story was 
entirely of glass. 


Cherchez la Femmei 


In the middle ages all the world 


f-ut Venice forgot the craft of 


CLAY 


blowing glass, and so to that mag- i 
nincent city it became a secret 
monopoly that was guarded as life 
itself. 
The Inquisition of State 


prescribed death to glass workers 
who took their art elsewhere. 


If mirrors have meant much to 


women, so did -a woman mean 
much to mirrors, for it was a 
woman who lost for Venice her 
world supremacy. 
Marietta, 
a 


daughter of Beroviero, a glass 
maker of the Fifteenth Century, 
was greatly beloved by her father, 
and entrusted with the secrets of 
his craft. 
But Marietta loved 


Giorgio, an artisan, and for love 
she told him the secrets which he 
sold to foreigners, enriching him- 
self, but bringing ruin to the in- 
dustry of his city. 


Thrifty American Colonists. 
In 1450 Venetian glass makers 


were imprisoned in London by re- 
quest of the Council of Venice, 
for plying their art in a foreign 
land. They were' given the privi- 
lege of working out their fine in 
their trade, under the eyes of 
watchful 
observers. 
Thus was 


glass making introduced into Eng- 
land. 


The first glass factory in the 


United States was also the first 
factory in the United States. 
It 


was built in the woods near James- 
town in 1608. It proved very use- 
ful in buying up tracts of land 
from the aborigines. 
The chief 


product was glass beads, and they 
so captivated the fancy of the na- 
tives that the thrifty immigrants 
shortly were in possession of all 
the territory east of the Appa- 
lachians. 
Other glass bead fac- 


tories sprang up, proving a cheap 
and profitable kind of mint. One 
was established near Hanover 
Square in New Amsterdam to 
give the Dutch burghers a chance 
to recoup their fallen fortunes aft- 
er paying $24 for Manhattan Is- 
land. 


A Modern Miracle. 


In glass manufacture the mod- 


ern world excels the ancient in 
one particular—the modern world 
produced plate glass. 


If the modern world had not 


done this Alice would see more 
than a pretty face in her mirror. 
She would seo flaws and blem- 
ishes—not in her face, but in the 
mirror. 


And on the avenue, in the shop 


windows, the beautiful things to 
buy would not stand out so clearly 
and so alluringly, apparently sep- 
arated from the beholder only by 
the atmosphere. 


Men realized that windows were 


to see through, not to see—so they 
made plate glass. 


"For now we see as through a 


glass, darkly," wrote Paul to the 
Corinthians. 
In 
the days of 


plate glass Paul would have used 
another simile. 


A Cross-Section of Centuries. 
Plate glass was first made in 


France, in 1688. It is now made 
best, and in greatest quantity, in 
this country. It is cast, not blown. 


Curiously, the making of it in- 


volves processes which were used 
when the Egyptians made glass 
bottles for red wine in 4000 B. C., 
as well as processes involving the 
last word in modern machines. In 
a sense the manufacture of a sin- 
gle sheet of plate glass provides 
a cross section of an industry 6000 
years old. 


In a building filled with over- 


head cranes, electrically controlled 
machinery of the utmost refine- 
ment, men walk in their bare feet, 
day after day, tramping piles of 
clay. Remove the machines, strip 
the men, and let the sing of the 
lash be heard over their heads, 


ana tne scene woulcT ctupltcate that 
in the Valley of the Nile before 
the pyramids were built. 


Clay is the only practical ma- 


terial for the making of the pots, 
which must stand a heat of 3,000 
degrees F., in which the substances 
which go to make up plate glass 
are melted. And up until a few 
years ago the only practical meth- 
od for reducing it to velvet smooth- 
ness, free of air pockets, was the 
tramping of bare human feet. 
Each pile is tramped for sixty 
days—one reason plate glass is 
expensive. 
In some of the more 


modern 
plants, 
however, 
this 


process is now done by a "pug 
mill," or mechanical tramper. 
~" 
Making Haste Slowly. 


Nor is there a machine that will 


mould the pots successfully. They 
are five feet in diameter and four 
feet high, and are built up layer 
by layer by men whose skill 
matches that of the potters of 
Mexico. With the pots must also 
be made tuiles, or clay doors for 
the melting furnaces. 
The walls 


of the furnaces are brick, but a 
door of brick is not practical. 


In spite of the time and patience 


and energy that go into these pots 
and tuiles—sixty days for work- 
ing the clay, and three or four 
weeks for the moulding and dry- 
ing of a pot—they are good for 
only fifteen trips into the melting 
furnaces. 
Then they must be 


broken up and reworked into new 
pots and tuiles. 


In the pots with sand is mixed 


arsenic, carbon, and lesser in- 
gredients. 
The 
furnaces 
hold 


about sixteen pots at a time. They 
are heated by natural or producer 
gas. 
From small openings in the 


doors the pots may be seen stand- 
ing aside, each glowing like the 
sun through a veil of fog or 
smoke. Men, dripping wet with 
sweat, 
poke 
long 
steel 
rods 


through these openings from time 
to time and drew forth glistening 
threads of liquid glass, testing the 
brew. 


A Brew With a Kick. 


Intelligent electric cranes, di- 


rected by a touch, run their hardy 
steel claws into the inferno, bring- 
ing out the white hot pots. The 
workmen, their naked torsos like 
bronze statues, skim the impure 
ties from the surface of each. 
Then the intelligent machines in- 
tervene, carrying the pots to the 
casting table, large as a drawing 
room, on which sand has been 
sifted. There the brew is spilled, 
spreading in a blistering golden 
flood. 


A steel roller runs over the 


mass like a giant's rolling pin over 
pie dough, leaving a sheet of crude 
glass above which the heat waves 
throb and palpitate. 


The sheet of glass is run through 


a series of cooling chambers. 
Wheeled out of the last chamber 
the glass is little warmer than the 
atmosphere—but how different in 
appearance from those shining 
walls which reflect the light and 
moving figures of a ballroom! A 
diamond in the rough. 


Polishing the Diamond. 


Again the intelligent cranes, 


and the sheet, fifteen feet wide 
and twenty feet long, is brought 
to the circular grinding table, and 
transferred as carefully as if it 
were made of—glass. 
Two great 


grinding discs are lowered onto 
the surface, and the -whole ma- 
chine begins to revolve, the table 
in one direction, the 
grinding 


discs in the other. 
An hour of 


this, in which seven grades of 
abrasives, from coarse sand to fine 
emery, are used, and the surface 
is smooth and perfect.

The End of a Perfect Glass 
The cranes lift the sheet again 


and bear it away. 
Brilliant, 


glistening, it glides through the 
air, bending and waving almost 
as sheet of paper. A man at each 
end assists in directing its path. 
At times, fortunately rarely, there 
is a sharp and 
characteristic 


crackling which sends the men 
leaping to safety. 
In a fraction 


of a second the whole plate slith- 
ers into a thousand piercing frag- 
ments, carrying death to anyone 
nearby.

| N" THE early days of Amer- 


ica's history Christmas fes- 
tivities were not generally 
observed. 


In one state tho observa- 


tion of Christmas was 
utterly de- 


nounced as an evil, ungodly and per- 
nicious custom, and any child daring 
to think of as much as a plnm pud- 
ding on that day would make himself 
liable to reproof by tlm authorities. 


All along the stern and rock-hound 


coast, Geraldlne Ames writes in the 
Churchman, the only Christmas trees 
In the days of the Puritan domination 
were those that nature had planted 
there and had adorned with lleecy 
snow. Tho fires burned brightly on 
the open hearths, but as far as the 
children knew, Christmas was just 
like any other day in the calendar.

Puritan 
reaction 


against the forms and customs of the 
old church had spent itself to some 
extent the children of the Seventeenth 
century still expected no gifts In hon- 
or of the birth of Christ.

It was on May 12, 1917, that 


the War Department submitted to
